Hach enumerator will be supplied 
with a map and general instructions for 
his guidance A new {dea has been 
estublished which will relieve the doubt 
of uny person as to the right of the 
census enumerator to ask for informa- 
tion which is that a badge will be worn 
by all the enumerators showing thac 
they are entitled to due consideration.

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APPLY THE TOWN PLANNING ACT 

TO THE STOCK YARDS QUESTION. 

While it is universally admitted that something will have to be 
done in the immediate future in the matter of providing stock yards 
if this city is to be in the best position to develop the packing indus- 
try, it will be well for the city council committee presently having the 
matter in hand to remember, before getting too deep in in the matter 
of a site, that there is legislation on the statute books of the province 
which has been provided to meet just exactly such as case as that of 
locating stock yards in Edmonton. 

This legislation is the act passed at last session relating to town 
planning. Under this act the city has the right, upon filing a plan 
with the minister of municipalities and receiving his approval, to lay 
out not only a stock yards, but the entire packing district in any man- 
ner that suits the convenience of the industry, -It may expropna re 
property to whatever extent is required. It may close streets, change 
the map as is found desirable, put in subways, runaways, switches and 
sidetracks, and do all manner of things necessary to the completion 
of whatever legislation the city may have in mind for the provision of 
facilties for any industry, or for the centering of an industry in any 
particular locality, 

In the carrying out of such a plan the city is bound to make good 
any damage that may be done to adjacent property by reason of the 
plin, but it laso becomes entitled at once to one-half the rise 
in values of adjacent property created through the carrying out of the 
plan, 


With this legislation to work under, the city is under no compul- 
sion whatever to deal with the projects advanced by individuals nor 
to accept whatever plan may be submitted by any realty promoters. 
Nor is it under any necessity to go miles beyond water and sewer to 
acquire ground for a stock yard site. Nor yet is it even required, for 
the protection of prospective industries, to acquire large areas of prop- 
erty for which it will have no immediate use. 


Louisville 
Tha first settlement on the site of 
Louisville, Kentucky, was established 


{n 1778, when Captain Thomas Bullit, 
a surveyor, laid out the town, which 


=!was formally established by an act of 


the Virginia legislature on May 1, 
1780, just 184 years ago today. Ken- 
tucky was then a county of Virginia, 
although an attempt to form a separate 
{state called Transylvania had been 
made {n 1775. For many years Lex- 
ington was the chief town of Ken- 
tucky, and it was here that the chief 
newspaper west of Pittsburg, the Ken- 
tucky Gazette, was founded in 1787. 
In 1792 Kentucky became a state, Af- 
ter Captain Bullit’ and his surveying 
party left Loultsville, the site was de- 
serted for five years, but in 1778 Col, 
George Roger Clarke led a party of 
thirteen familles to the place and es- 
tablished a permanent settlement. The 
town was named Louisville in honor cf 
Louis of France, whose soldiers aided 
the Americans In the revolution. By 
1828 Louisville had become the most 
important city of the state, and was 
Incorporated as a full-fledged city.

His godfather was the great Duke of 
Wellington, the hero of Waterloo, who 
died about two years after officlating 
at the christening of Canada’s future 
governor, It has often been stated that 
Prince Arthur was the favorite son of

In the present instance, the city has full power to instruct its} manifested a great and constant soll- 


officials to prepare a plan covering the packing district, to designate 
what areas it may require for stock yards, to locate these in such posi- 
tion that they will be of the greatest convenience to the packing 
house already located, and to take on reserve whatever ground it may 
require for present and future purposes and pay for the same at the 
fair valuation as arrived at by arbitration. 

In the stock yards project, so far as it has advanced, the argu- 
ment is being used that because certain property-holders ana to 
the present plants will not consent to sell {o the city, that the city is 
therefore compelled to go a matter of a mile and a half beyond the 
present limits of sewer and water to find propecty which the owners 
are willing to sell. This argument is altogether fallacious when the 
town planning act is taken into consideration. Anyone who offers 
to sell to the city and who advances manifold arguments why his par- 
icular property has all the necessary qualifications and desirabilities, 
is merely adding superfluity to the question, as the city already has the 
right to buy the moment it files a plan. And, in view of the town 
planning act, he who refuses to sell is merely beating the air, The 
city can buy when it gets ready. 

Furthermore, the argument used by many who speak without 
Knowledge upon the subject that the city will require to acquire a half- 
section or a section of land in order to be able to provide the atea 
necessary js altogether out of reason. Fifty or seventy-five acres of 
land immediately contiguous to the plants already located, so situate 
that stock could be driven through a gate or a subway into the yards 
of the packing houses already established would be of inestinably 
greater benefit as there would then be the certainty that the packing 
houses would be patrons of the stock yards the moment they were 
opened. And, acre for acre, when the cost of extending the utilities 
to the outside site spoken of is taken into consideration, the cost of 
a site immediately adjacent to the present packing houses would un- 
doubtedly be lower. 

The success of a union stock yards depends entirely upon whe- 
ther or not they will: be patronized by the Decne houses once the 
equipment is installed and the stock offered for sale. Should they be 
so located as to be inconvenient for the packing houses, then the 
natural thing to expect is that the packing houses will equip stock 
yards of their own in their immediate vicinity, and the city will be left 
high and dry, with a million or so of an investment in a stock yards 
which will haye no buyers. Consequently, the first thing to con- 
sider is the convenience of the packing houses, and their represen- 
tatives are the very first who should be consulted. 

Once these have been. signified their partiality for a certain site, 
with the town planning act to work from, the present city council has 
an excellent opportunity for the laying out of a proper stock yards 
aud the planning of an altogether modern, sanitary and convenient 
packing house district, all within the confines of the area already 
served by water, light, street railway, sewer and every facility to make

Alexandra Victoria Agnes of Prussia. 
On that occasion parllament voted him 
an annual sum of $60,000, in addition 
to the $75,000 a year voted to him on 
attaining his majority, The duke's 
first visit to Canada resulted in the 
formation of an affection for this coun- 
try which has increased with the pas- 
It was at his own earnest 
desire that the duke was sent to Otta- 
Wa as governor-general by King 
George, who, in making the appoint- 
ment, violated the policy strictly ad- 
hered to by Queen Victoria and King 
Edward in refusing to appoint princes 
of the royal blood as governors of Can- 
ada, India, Australia or South Africa.

In parliament last year Hon. W. T. White, the Borden Minister 
of Finance, boasted of a surplus of $55,000,000. This year he con- 
fessed to a much smaller surplus of $36,500,000 but the reduction 
was not traceable io any lessening of the tariff taxation upon the 
people but to such causes as the financial depression which set in 
upon Canada with the accession of the Borden Government to office. 
Nor did Mr. White announce a programme of tariff revision down- 
wards; on the contrary nearly every one of the tariff changes an- 
nounced was in the way of revision upwards. 

In 1914 the Liberal Government went out of office in an attempt 
to reduce the customs taxation upon the Canadian people and to 
obtain wider markets for the farmers. Hon. Mr, White and his col- 
leagues having been successful in their endeavor to defeat that Liberal 
attempt to better the condition of the Canadian people are now bent 
upon increasing the burdens upon the people by tariff increaces.

Ambassador Willard will celebrate 
his forty-ninth birthday today, having 
been born In Washington on May Day, 
1865, Efe came of an old Virginia family 
and was educated at the Virginia Mili- 
tary institute, after which he took the 
summer law course at the State univer- 
sity of the Old Dominion and embark- 
ed in the practice of law. 

When the war between the United 
States and Spain broke out, Mr. Willard 
became the captain of the Third Vir- 
ginija Regiment of volunteers and saw 
active service at Camp Alger, Va., and 
later at Camp Columbia, Cuba, where 
he was aide-de-camp to Major-General 
Fitzhugh Lee. For several years after 
the war he was a member of the Vir- 
ginia house of representatives and 
afterward state corporations commis- 
sioner. 

Mr, Willard is the first American 
diplomat In Madrid to hold the rank 
of ambassador extraordinary and plen- 
{potentiary. Uncle Sam's previous 
diplomats in Spain having been nothing 
more than envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary. With the 
rank of an embassy, the salary of the 
raising of the American legation to the 
incumbent was boosted from $10,000 to 
$17,500 per annum.

_TODAY WE CELEBRATE. 


May Day to be Celebrated 
In Many Ways and Countries 

May Day has been observed in many 
lands and with the diverse ceremonies, 
customs and significance since the in- 


stitution in ihe year 241 B. CG, of the 
Roman festival of Vloralia. This 
feast was In honor of the goddess 


Flora, patron’ of the flowers and of 
fertility, and was observed by indul- 
gence in gay masquerades, dramatic 
performances and dances of © character 
not to be described in print. The an- 
clent Druids of Great Britain celebrated 
May Day by lighting bonfires in honor 
of the god Bel, and the Celts still call 
the feast “Beltine,” meaning “the day 
of Bel'’s fire.” At. a later period all 
England, Scotland, and Ireland went 
a-Maying” on the Ist_of May, and the 
youngsters and many of the adults 
aanced around the Maypole, 

Today's observance of May Day as 
an international labor holiday by the 
socialists, syndicalists, anarchists and 
many of the dabor organizations of all 
the great cities of Europe and America 
had its origin in 1890, when the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor held demon- 
strations in favor of an eight-hour day, 
At the International Working-men's 
Congress held in Brussels the following 
year it was decided to set part May lst 
as a holiday for the world's workers, 
The American Federation of Labor 
did not follow this proposal, but deci- 
ded on a September date as Labor Day, 
but the socialists, the Industrial Wor- 
kers of the World and other parties 
observe the day in common with their 
“comrades” in Europe, The purpose 
of this celebration Is to afford “a mani- 
festation of the world-wide solidarity 
of labor” and to demonstrate “in favor 
of the demands of international so- 
cialism. 


THE PEACE CENTENNIAL—A 
PROPOSAL 


(From the Moose Jaw Evening Times) 

The action of the United States in 
going to war with Mexico has come at 
a most unfortunate time, when every- 
one was discussing measures for cele- 
brating 100 years of peace between the 
United States, Great Britain and Ca- 
nada, The moral effect of the peace 
celebrations is, therefore, somewhat 
likely to be disturbed by the warlike 
operations, 

Up to the present time we have not 
seen any really worthy memorial pro- 
posed for the peace centennial. There 
are various propositions, including one 
for an exhibition, but so far there is a 
great lack of imagination in all the 
proposals. What is needed to worthily 
celebrate the occasion is some form of 
a general memorial in which the whole 
of the English-speaking race could 
Join, something which would appeal to 
sentiment and which would be both a 
permanent and a constant reminder 
and have an educative effect In the ini- 
terests of peace, 

Our proposal is that this opportunity 
should be taken to reform the present 
cumbersome calendar, with ita twelvo 
months of unequal length#derived from 
the vanity of a dead and gone Roman 
emperor, who altered the orderly se- 
quence of thirty-one day months es- 
tablished by Julius Caesar, 

The earliest calendars were based 
upon the seasons and upon the syno- 
dic revolutions cf the moon, which were 
found te occupy a fixed period of 29 1-2 
days, but although it is probable that 
lunar divisions of time formed the first 
calendars, It was speedily found that 
there was a diffboulty in making a 
fixed calendar which perpetually cor- 
responded with the various seasonal 
equinoxes. Both the Egyptians and the 
Greeks were unsuccessful In getting a 
satisfactory civil calendar, but the Ro- 
mans certainly came nearest to the 
right principle, The old Roman calen- 
dar consisted of ten months, totalling 
304 days, and commenced in March, 
January and February not then being 
in existence. Romulus is supposed to 
have made this division and the months 
—excepting January and February— 
had the same names as at present, with 
the exception of July, which was known 
as “Quintilis,” and August, which was 
known as “Sextilis.” 

The Roman calendar, however, was @ 


very complicated affair, dating back- 
wards from fixed epochs, the Kalends, 
the Nones and the Ides, In the reign 
of Numa, January and February were 
added to the year, one at the beginning, 
the other at the end, and intercajary 
months were inserted every second 
year, consisting of 22 and 23 days al- 
ternately, to make the year agree with 
the solar year, 

In the time of Julius Caesar the ca- 
lendar had, however, got three months 
out of date, which !s to say that the 
winter months were carried back in 
autumn and the autumn into summer, 
and the year was arranged by Julius 
to start on the Ist of January, 46 13.C., 
which was the 708th year from tho 
foundation of Rome. The length of the 
Ist, 8rd, Fth, 7th, 9th and 11th months 
was made 31 days each, and the others 
thirty days, except February, which 
was given 29 days, save In every fourth 
year, when it was made a 30-day month 
This was a very easy system to roe- 
member the alternate months being 31 
and 80 days each with greatregularity. 

The difficulty of any fixed calendar 
is that the solar year consists exactly 
of 365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, 46 
seconds, and some device had to be 
found for rectifying the annual differ- 
ence between the fixed calendar and 


the astronomical calendar, In the 
speaking countries, this is done 
present calendar adopted by English} 


making the year consist of 865 days 
with an extra day to February every 
fourth year, and as this is not exactly 
right, giving a little too much time, fn 
every 100th year the extra day in Feb- 
ruary 1s dropped. This device was 
adopted by Pope Gregory in A.D, 325, 

As already explained February orig- 
{nally had 29 days, but when the name 
of the Emperor Augustus was given to 
tho month “Sextilis’ the vanity of 
Augustus led to his objecting to his 
month being shorter than that of Jullus 
Caesar, so ho stole the odd day from 
February and added it to his own 
month, and in order not to allow three 
months of 31 days to come together, 
September and November were reduced 
to 30 days and 31 given to October and 
December, 

The subject {s much too Intricate to 
be discussed In an ordinary newspaper 
article, but this 1s sufficient to show 
the reasons for the present uneven 
months, which cause us so much trou- 
ble. The calendar was reformed in the 
time of Pope Gregory, when it had got 
ten days out of dato, and the Gregorian 
calendar was adopted by the English- 
speaking race in 1762, 

To provide a worthy memorlal of the 
peace centennial, our proposal is that 
the present arbitrary system of twelve 
months of uneven lengths should be 
abandoned, and that while no attempt 
should be made to meddle with the 
Gregorian system of reconciling a fixed 
calendar with the solar year at present 
in force, that there should be substl- 
tuted for the present twelye months 
thirteen lunar months, twelve of them 
having 28 days each, and the thirteenth, 
or “PEACE” month, having 29 days ta 
distinguish it. This would give a year 
of 865 days, and February would still 
have 29 in leap year, as under the pre- 
sent system. By this arrangement tha 
new calendar would work out like this 
in any year not a leap year:

Discussion on H. P, Kennedy's 
Offer of Optioned Quarter 
and Part Kennedale, 


PRICES ASKED RANGE 
FROM $700 TO $3600 


Alderman — Driscoll Suspects 
Sharp Work—Another 
Meeting this Afternoon 


At the meeting of the parks and 
markets committee of the city council, 
with Alderman Campbell added, held 
yesterday afternoon to open tenders 
for stock yard sites, H, VD. Kennedy, 
who has an option on part of one of the 
sites under consideration, in reply to a 
question of Alderman Driscoll, that his 
option called for his purchasing the 
southeast quarter of section 24, com- 
prising approximately 1606 acres, and 
lying between the Canadian Northern 
tracks and the Fort trail. 

The other portion of this proposed 
site comprises 20 acres of the sub- 
division known as Kennedale, which 
Mr, Kennedy owns outright. The op- 
tion on the quarter is to buy the land 
at $550 an acre. Mr, Kennedy has paid 
a total of $2,500 for his option, and has 
made an offer to the city at $3,600 an 
acre, Which would give him a protit of 
about $40,000 on this part of his land. 

All the sites offered lie in township 
53, and ranges 23 and 24, The prices 
submitted ranged from $700 to $3,600 
an acre, and were as follows: 

The north half of section 24, $700 an 
acre, 

The southeast quarter of section 25, 
$1,200 an acre, except that portion lying 
between the Fort Trail and the C.N,Et, 
for which $1,625 an acre is asked, 

The southwest quarter of section 24, 
$800 an acre; with 20 acres” of the 
southerly part of Kennedale at $3,600 
an acre. This {ts Mr, Kennedy's ofter 
and averages practically $1,120 an acre. 

That part of the northeast quarter 
of section 25, north of the Fort trail, 
$760 an acre, 

Approximately 26 acres in the tri- 
angle lying north of the G.T.P. and 
south of the C.N.R. tracks, $3,400 an 
acre, 

It will be noticed that the 20 acres 
in Kennedale of the proposed Kennedy 
site adjoins the quarter section and 
lies between it and the railway yards 
and packing plants, 

W. F. Stevens, J, W. Stambaugh, W, 
D, Warner and others interested In the 
establishing of stock yards in Edmon- 
ton were present at the meeting. 

H, P. Kennedy spoke in support of 
the union stock yards, and Alderman 
Driscoll wanted to know if it was true 
that Mr. Kennedy had employed a little 
sharp work in obtaining his property. 

Mr. Kennedy stated that he had 
formed his plans In 1911, when he de- 
cided to purchase the land, He had 
used his knowledge and experience as 
a stock man, He first secured an op- 
tofon in June, 1912, which expired last 
December, <After continuous negotia- 
tlons he was able last March to secure 
an option again for $2,500, or the $2,000, 
originally paid in with an additional 
$500, and that option would expire next 
June, 

M. Runnels, of the firm of M, Run- 
nels and company, stated that he had 
tried to sell Mr. Kennedy's property be- 
fore the latter had bought it, but had 
been Informed by the owners that Mr, 
Kennedy had secured an option tn 
Mareh on the property for $550 per 
acre, Mr, Runnels stated that he was 
endeavoring to get the property to sell 
to the city for the usual brokerage 
commission for stock yards, 

Aldermen Campbell, Sheppard and 
May made a tour of Inspection on 
March 8, and were unanimous in the 
opinion that the property now held by 
Mr. Kennedy was the most suitable for 
union stock yard purposes, but at that) 
time they were ignorant as to who was 
the owner of the land, On or about the 
seventh of the same month Mr, Ken- 
nedy wired for a renewal of his option 
and secured same about eight days af- 
ter, 

Alderman Driscoll stated that he was 
in favor of the stockyards, but was 
sorry to see that the city might have 
been able to buy this property for $550 


if it was decided to purchase the pro- 
perty as the most sultable site.
